It shall be the duty of the Committee 
to consider all matters involving expenditures of 
money, creation of debt or disposition of Town prop- 
perty included within the articles of any Warrant for 
a Town Meeting hereafter issued, and it shall be the 
duty of the Selectmen after drawing a Town Warrant 
containing any such Articles, to transmit immediately 
a copy of the same to the Secretary of the Advisory 


Committee, and the Committee shall, after due con- 
sideration of the subject matter in said Articles, report 
thereon, in print or otherwise, such information and 
recommendations as it shall deem best. All recom- 
mendations of the Committee made to the Town shall 
be recommendations of a majority of the entire Com- 
mittee, but this shall not be construed to prevent rec- 
emmendations by a minority. 


“The Advisory Committee shall have authority at 


"any time to investigate the books, accounts and man- 


agement. of any Department of the Town, and the 
books and accounts of all departments and officers of 
the Town shall be open to. the inspection of the Com- 
mittee and of any person employed by it. It may ap- . 
roint from its own membership, Sub-Committees and 
delegate to them such of its powers as it deems expedi- 


_ ent. 


“Section 3 oe ‘The various. Town Officers, Boards and 
Committees charged .with the expenditure of the 
Town’s money shall annually prepare detailed esti- 
mates of the amounts necessary to carry on the Town’s 
business intrusted to them for the ensuing year, with 
explanatory statements as to any changes from the 
amount appropriated for the same purpose in the pre- 
ceeding year. They shall also prepare estimates of any 
income which may be received by the Town during 
the ensuing year in connection with the Town’s busi- 
ness or property in their care. The Selectmen shall 
include in their estimates the salaries of all’ officers 
elected directly by the Town and all other items not 
otherwise provided for, and the salaries of all other 
persons shall be included in the estimates of the ‘offi- 
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cers, boards or committees appointing them. The 

Treasurer shall include in his estimates the amounts 

required for the payment of interest on the Town debt, - 
and for the payment of such portions of the Town debt 

as may become due during the succeeding year. Said 

estimates and explanations shall be filed with the sec- 

retary of the Advisory Committee on or before the 

twenty-fifth day of February, and he shall forthwith 

compile the same in tabulated form and add thereto 

two columns, one giving the amounts appropriated 

and the other the amounts expended in the preceding - 
year, and shall furnish a copy to each member of the 

Advisory. Committee. Said Committee shall at once 

consider the estimates and add another column, giving 

the amounts which in their opinion should be appro- 

priated for the ensuing- year, and may add thereto 

such explanations and suggestions in relation to the 

proposed appropriations as they deem expedient and . 
report the same to the Selectmen. The erport shall 
be printed and distributed with the Town Report, 
prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 


“Section 4. Any board, standing committee or offi- 

cer of the Town, or any person or persons intending 
to ask an appropriation at any meeting of the Town, - 
other than the regular appropriation, shall file a writ- 
ten notice in ,the office of the Selectmen of such in- 
tention, at least fourteen (14) days before such meet- 
ing, stating the object and sum of the appropriation 
intended to be asked.

DECEMBER 31, 1932 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 


We herewith present the third annual report cf the 
Board of Water Commissioners, for the year 1932. 


All work has been carried on under-.the supervision 
ef Thomas J. Boland, Superintendent. 


New Construction 
New construction during the past year has hack lim- 
ited to the installation of service connections, of which 
thirteen have been laid, and to the grading of the 
grounds and the construction of a concrete walk at 
the pumping station. 


The citizens of the Town are urged to visit the pump- 
ing station, which is equipped with pumping machin- 
ery of which they can well be proud. 


Maintenance and Operation 
The work of maintenance and operation. consists 
principally in the operation of the pumping station, 
inspection of hydrants, flushing of dead ends, and the 
quarterly reading of meters, 


The pumping station is operated every day; the . 
water being pumped by either of two electrically-driv- 
en centrifugal pumps, and the stand-by unit—consist- 
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ing of a gasolene engine-driven triplex pump—is op- 
erated for a short time each week to assure its being 
in readiness in case of failure of electric power.

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THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


_ Below is presented the Annual Report of the School 
Committee for the year 1932. together with those of 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Principal of the 
Peters’ High School, the Principal of the South Union 
School, and the School Nurse. 


The subjects of prime interest will be mentioned and 
discussed briefly. ; 


Instruction. 


The Committee feels that the past school year of 
1932 has been most successful and takes this oppor- 
tunity to compliment the Superintendent, Principals 
and Teachers on their splendid work. The results of 
this endeavor are shown by the fact that some nine- 
teen or twenty of the graduates of the Peters’ High 
School are continuing their education in different Col- 
leges and Normal Schools. 


Teachers 


During this past year it has been necessary to make ° 


three changes in the teaching staff, namely: 


1. Miss Dorothy Harrington was elected to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Lucy Bow- 
’ en, who gave up her position to be married,

2. Miss Brady was chosen to teach in Grades 1 and 
_2, in place of Miss Moir, who accepted a position to 
teach in the Berlin Schools. 


3. Miss Janet Knowlton was appointed to succeed 
Mrs. Mary (Hayden) Powers, in music. 


Health 


The health policy, consisting of the examination of 
some four hundred pupils, was carried out as in pre- 
vious years. One serious condition was brought to 
the attention of the Committee, namely, that of teeth. 
The result of the examination showed that two hun- 
dred and thirty children out of the total four hundred 
examined had defective teeth. The seriousness of this 
situation must not be overlooked, and the Committee 
strongly recommends that the parents pay more at- 
tention to their children’s teeth. It is well known that 
‘a healthy tooth does much to.promote and maintain a 
healthy body. , 


Repairs 


In view of the unsettled conditions that existed dur- 
ing the past year only the absolutely necessary repairs 
’' were made. A total of $423.54 was spent, of which 
the largest items are listed below: 


Fay-Byrne Plumbing Co., for general work 
on the furnaces, boilers, piping, etc. $131.09 
Electrical work 30.00 


Paints, varnishes, oil, and material used in 
reconditioning the buildings in oe sum- — 
mer by the janitors 40.00 
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New Equipment 


This item was also kept to a minimum, as were the 
repairs. A small amount was spent for new physic 
and chemistry apparatus, while the largest item was 
for the exchange of four typewriters, in accordance 
with the four-year plan. 


Transportation 
The sHght increase in the transportation expense 
may-be accounted for in two ways, viz.: 
a) An increase in the number of children carried, 


b) The new State Law in regards to School 
Busses. 


There were two new busses purchased during the 


summer. 


Mr. Fitzgerald purchased one of the busses and. 


was willing to do so without any increase in salary, 
Provided he was given a three-year contract. 


Mr. Johnson, the purchaser of the second bus, asked 
for a. slight increase, due to the fact:that it was neces- 
sary to buy and operate a larger bus than before. 


The Committee had several complaints, during the 
year, in regard to the crowded condition that existed 
on this route, but hesitated to have the bus make two 
trips, on account of the extra expense. 


Four of the five busses, now: used in transporting 
the children, are in accordance with the new State 
Law;; the fifth, a fine type machine, fails in respect to 


os 
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the rear emergency exit, but was under contract be- 
fore August 26th, the time specified by the State, thus 
enabling us to use it the coming year. 


. One requirement of this-new ruling, that your Com- 
mittee heartily approves, is that all school busses must 
be inspected at least five times a year; namely, the 
first week of January, March, May, September and 
November. 


Under the new ruling the liability insurance has 
been increased to fifty thousand dollars in the case of 
any accident resulting in injury to or death of more 
than one person, instead of the ten thousand dollars 
called tur under the old law. .-This makes an addea 
expense to the Town of forty-six | dollars and seventy 
cents on the insurance carried on ‘the five busses ‘for 
1933.

_ REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF PETERS HIGH 
SCHOOL 


To Mr. Henry G. Blount, Superintendent of Schools, 
Southboro, Mass. 


I hereby submit my eso for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1932. 


At the opening of the school year, in September, 
1932, the enrollment for the six-year High School was 
the largest in the history of the school. There were 
fifty-one pupils in the seventh and eighth grades and 
ninety-one pupils in the ninth, tenth, eleventh and 
twelfth grades, making a total of one hundred and 
forty-twoz 


On Gdaiet 1, 1926, there were ninety-one pupils 
in the’ seventh and eighth grades and the four grades 
in the High School: On October 1, 1932, there were 
one hundred and forty-one in these same grades. This 
is an increase of fifty pupils in six years. This repre- 
sents a fifty-four percent increase from 1926 to 1932. 


Every seat on the upper floor was used and next 
year, with a large incoming seventh grade, provision 
must be made in a vacant room on the first floor for 
some of the pupils in the six-year High School. 


For the school year 1932-1938, our school enjoys the 
specimen.student privilege of the New England Col- 


lege: Entrance Examination: Board. ' This entitles pu- 
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pils to enter on certificate colleges approved by the 
New England Board. Worcester Polytechnic Institute 
accepts our students on certificate. This privilege is 
good until January 1, 1936, when it may be renewed. 


Peters’ High is a Class A school and is entitled to 
send students to our Teachers’ Colleges on certificate 
provided a grade‘of B or better is maintained in twelve 
units out of the fifteen units required for entrance. 


The following graduates of Peters’ High School are 
pursuing courses in institutions of higher learning:

I herewith submit my annual report as Drawing Su- 
pervisor of the Southborough Schools. 


The usual lessons in color, design, form, and general 
technique have been carried on as outlined in previous 
reports. 


Several projects in hand work have been completed 
during the year. These have dealt with different 
phases of art work and give the child an opportunity 
to create and express himself other than in actual 
drawing. 


As this was the year of the Washington Bicenten- 


nial, many lessons were developed pertaining to the 
life of George Washington. 


Every grade had at least one lesson on the subject, 
using various methods and materials. In some classes 
group work was encouraged by making a large panel 
and having certain groups responsible for different 
parts of it. Each child had some part in the project, 
and as he had a choice of the scene he wished to illus- 
trate he took more interest in it. ‘Some fo the panels

group arrangements. | , 


Still another type of work was the construction of 
pictures from colored paper. An incident in the life 
of Washington was chosen to illustrate. First the 
picture was drawn, then the parts were cut from col- 
ored paper, This made a colorful picture and also 
gave a review of the man’s life from boyhood on. 


In the upper grades these projects necessitated 
much research work as the houses and costumes were 
of a different: period. 


These are a few examples of the types of art work 
carried on during the year. 


We are grateful for the supplies, allowing us to car- 
ry out these problems. 


In conclusion may I take this opportunity to express 
my appreciation of the hearty support given by: the 
teachers to all forms of art work in the schools.

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to aban- 
don or discontinue the old road-which leads from 
Cordaville Road, in an easterly direction and crosses 
the Sudbury River,-near the junction of Southbor- 
ough, Ashland and Hopkinton town lines, or do or act 
thereon. 

Article 25. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be used for repairs to its 
steam road roller, or act anything in relation thereto. 

Article 26. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the erection of sheds or 
buildings to house any of its equipment, tools or fix- 
tures, or do or act thereon. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to be used for the 
purpose of new road machinery to replace old ma- 
chinery destroyed by fire, or do or act thereon. 

Article 28. To see if the Town will avpronriate the 
sum of seventeen hundred dollars ($1700.00). which. - 
together with like amounts from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and the County of Worcester. may 
be used for the purpose of maintenance of Cordaville 
_ Road, from Turnpike Road to Southville Road, or to 
act anything in relation thereto. 

Article 29. To see if the Town will raise and an- 
propriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1000.00) 
for the permanent construction. widening and straight- 
ening of Jericho Hill Road, commencing at the Marl- 
borough line and running southerly about three hun- 
dred seventy-five (875) feet, said sum to be used in.

To see if the Town will accept contri- 
butions of gifts from the school teachers employed by 
it-and determine what disposition the Town will make 
of the money so contributed, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. 

Article 35. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of building 
new sidewalks on any of its main streets, or act any- 
thing in relation thereto. 

Article 36. To see if the Town will accept contri- 
butions or gifts from abuttors upon streets where new 
sidewalks are built, such contributions or gifts to be 
used to defray a part of the expene of construction 
of said sidewalks, or act anything in relation thereto. 

Article 37. To see if the Town will accept contri- 
butions from St. Mark’s School and Fay School, 
in lieu of regular taxes from which the schools are ex- 
empt, and determine what disposition the Town will 
make of said money, and do or act thereon. : 

Article 38. To.see if the Town will vote to accept 
contributions or gifts from Town Officers, Town Em- 


ployees, Town or other associations, clubs or groups, 
and determine what disposition the Town. will make 
of said gifts or contributions, and-do or act. thereon: 

Article 39. To see if the Town will raise -and.ap- 
- propriate the sum of twenty-two thousand two hun- 
cred sixty dollars ($22,260.00) for the purpose of 
paying its share of the cost of the Worcester County 
Tuberculosis Hospital an assessment therefor having 
been already made against the Town, determine 
whether or not any portion of said assessment be fund- 
ed as authorized in Chapter 3 of the Acts of 1932 and 
for what period,. not exceeding fifteen (15) years, 
cirect the Town Clerk to file with the County Com- 
missioners directly a copy of such vote as may be 
passed under this Article and any other papers re- 
quested, or to take any action in relation to the sub- 
ject matter hereof.

Construction Company, or do or act thereon. 


To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be used for transporta- 
tion expenses of the Police Department, or do or act 
thereon. 


Article 47. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the maintenance of its 
Chapter 90 roads, so-called, said sum to be used in 
conjunction with like amounts to be allotted by the 
County and Commonwealth for this purpose, or do or 
act thereon. 


Article 48. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money, which, together with an 
equal amount received from the State, is to be used 
for a change in the location of the buttons for chang- 
ing traffic signals on Turnpike Road, at the intersec- 
tion of Oak Hill Road and Central Street, or act anv- 
thing in relation thereto. 


And you are to give notice hereof, by posting up 
true and attested copies of this Warrant at the Town 
Hall, South Union School, Post Offices, Railroad Sta- 
tions, and three other public and conspicuous places 
in said Town, seven days, at least, before the time set 
for said meetings.
